This is how 'punk' is defined in ay Merriam-Webster Dictionary. Punk music 
has been with us since the dawn of Rock and Roll. For those who have seen the 
changes and additions to Rock music over the years and didn't like it, then, 
it*s been a punk movement all along. It's been 30 years of music rebelling 
against any set standard that an artist felt needed to be changed or inovated 

Elvis was a punk. The Beatles were punks. The Stones were punks. David 
Bowie was a ounk too. It took the advent of such artists as Lou Reed, The New 
York Dolls, the MC5, and The Stooges before somebody finally came up with the 
label - "Punk music". 

Although, you may associate punk with loud thrashing guitars, screaming 
vocals, and spiked hair, there is one thing that is undeniable. It is music 
with guts, with artists unaffraid to do and say and sing as they fael. It's 
a musical freedom showing no conformity. When you think about it, we've seen 
this before with such artists as Hendrix, Kiss, and Prank Zappa. 

So - Perhaps Rock and Roll can simply be defined as "a continuing punk 
music movement that began in the early 50' s". The Ramones invented the

"Talk with him right away,** 
advises Darlyne Pettinicchio, an 
Orange County probation offi- 
cer who co-founded the centre. 
"Pull out that album and edu- 
cate the kid as to what those 
lyrics mean. Show him the sym- 
bols and the signs, put it all in 
perspective, and then ask them 
if this is something they want to 
buy into." 



What the child might ulti- 
mately adhere to is a value sys- 
tem that says, "Don't let anyone 
tell you what to do; getting 
stoned is okay; stealing, bashing 
(assault) and robbery is okay," 
warns Greg Bodenhamer, co- 
founder of the centre. 

For 10 years, Back in Control. 
has been counselling parents 
about how to define, set up and 
enforce rules based on intense 
parental supervision. For in- 
stance, if your child is a truant, 
you might have to walk him to 
school and attend class with 
him. 

"If the child won't do it on his 
own, the parents have to go into 
the child's bedroom and remove 
the posters, the albums and the 
clothes," Pettinicchio says. 
"Then they have to take him to 
the barber to get his hair cut, or 
to the hairdresser to get the 
color changed." 

The child may also have to 
end relationships with punk or 
metal friends, she says. "Monitor 
frfs '^whereabouts," Pettinicchio 
sayst "Know who he's with, where 
heu's, going and what he's doing. 
Orpp him off and pick him up. 
Sometimes it means going out and 
staying with him."

Both are charged with mischief causing more than $1,000 damage 
and with causing an indignity to a human body.
